1 he Anglo 
Swiss M ilk Condensing company was 
well represented and the railw a y com­ 
pany itself was represented by ThornaH 
C. M acM illan , Glen E. Plum b and by 
its attorney, Judge F a r r a n d .

for consideration, 
but it was asked 
by the representa­ 


t i v e s of the company that these be 110 


longer considered 
Judge Farrand and 
Mr. Plum b then suggested that a com­ 
mittee be appointed to confer with the

the company. Th e mayor and ail alder­

Leather Fro m Fish '-kins. 
The United State FisTi Co mmissio n 
recently has been g etting to g ether a 
co llectio n o f leathers made fro m the 
skins o f fishes and o th er aquatic ani 
inalB. 
It is no t o nly o f interest to tin 
curio sity 
seeker, 
but is intended to 
have a very practical value, sho wing 
incidentally what may be do ne with 
the 
o uter 
co ats 
o f 
m any 
creatures 
who se hides are co m m o nly esteemed 
wo rthless. 
Already the wo rld's sup 
ply o f leather derived fro m land a ni­ 
mals do es no t equal the demand, so 
that the utmo st effo rts are being made 
to disco ver o r m anufacture so me so rt 
o f available substitute, but 
hitherto 
no bo dy seems to have tho ug h t o f util­ 
izing tin* material affo rded by creat­ 
ures that live in the water. 
Several kinds o f fishes have skins 
that make excellent leather fo r so me 
purpo ses 
Fo r example, salm o n hide 
serves so well in this way that the Es 
quim aux o f Alaska m a ke waterpro o f 
shirts and bo o ts o ut o f it — in fact even 
who le suits o f clo thes. 
They also cut 
jackets o ut o f co dfish skins, which are 
very serviceable g arm ents. 
Already 
fro g skins are co ming into use fo r the 
m o unting o f bo o ks \vh» re an 
* xo ep- 
fio nallv delicate material fo r fine bind­ 
ing s is required. 
W haleskin wo uld m a ke an a dm ir a ­ 
ble leather fo r so me purpo ses, and it 
is a sham e to think o f the co untless 
tho usands o f hides o f these cataeeans 
that have been thro w n away since the 
fishery fo r them beg an. Po rpo ise leath ­ 
er is even 
no w 
emplo y» . <1 
fo r razo r 
stro ps, being co nsidered a very supe 
rio r material. 
Seal leather, dy ed in a 
num ber o f different co lo rs, is included 
in the Fish Co mmissio n’s co llectio n. 
H air 
seals 
are 
still 
eno rmo usly 
plentiful in the N o rth 
Atlantic 
and 
o ther seas, and it is no t difficult to 
kill them, so that they affo rd a very 
pro mising 
so urce o f leather 
supply . 
Ano ther kind o f leather no w co ming 
into the market is that o f the sea ele­ 
phant. 
Up to within a few y ears ag o 
a species o f sea elephant was fo und o n 
the Pacific co ast, rang ing as far no rth 
as lo wer Califo rnia, but it has been e n­ 
tirely exterminated. 
A related species 
o ccurs in Antarctic seas, chiefly o n 
Kerg uelen Island, and it was driven 
likewise almo st to the po int o f extinc­ 
tio n a do zen y ears back. 
So few o f 
them were left that it became unpro f­ 
itable to g o after them, and so they 
had a chance to increase ag ain in num- 
i hers.
